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Encourage Frivols Spending 

Business activity has dropped somewhat from 
.the extremely high levels of recent years. .; 

One way' to stimulate industry lies in reduc- 
ing the taxes individuals pay, and thus leaving them 
more money to buy the. products that keep. our fac- 
tories and farms 1 going. 

A second, and equally important but often over- 
looked way, lies in measures and reforms that will 
encourage men to .take risks, -and Invest their .money 
in job-making -productive enterprise. 

As Bn example, two kinds of taxes, both mani- 
festly unfair in character, are 'serious barriers .to 
incentive. One' is the capital gains tax.- The other is 
double taxation of corporation dividends. And this 
last, as one authority has pointed out, "strikes di- 
rectly at the corporate form of business ownership, 
the one form of ownership offering the greatest op- 
portunity lor small savers to share in America's 
growth." 

It is argued that the government needs the rev- 
enues these taxes; provide. But It can also be argued, 
and past 'experience support's it, that any losses would 
soon be made up by increases In normal tax revenues 
resulting from increased business activity, And 
certainly, at a time when government spending is 
being cut, we should take every logical step to spur 
private spending and investment.

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U. S. Merchant Marine 

Any major power must have a 
merchant marine, the U, S. included. 
No nation which is engaged in world 
trade and! which would be a princi- 
pal belligerent in the event of an- 
other war could afford to depend on 
the merchant marines of others. 

The sad fact is that our merchant 
- marine has been declining — and at 
a time when those of other powers 
nave been Increasing, On June 30, 
1946, for example, we had an active 
fleet of ,1,723 vessels of 1,000 gross 
tons or larger while foreign flag 
fleets consisted of 8,826 such vessels. 
As of June 30, 1953, the latest date 
for which figures are available, for- 
eign fleets had risen to 10,732. By 
comparison ■ on January 1 of this 
year our fleet numbered only 1,203 

Even worse, is the shipbuilding 
> situation. As of July 1, 1953, the 
V. S, private merchant marine didn't 
have a single vessel, freight! or pas 
senger, under construction. Eng 
land, by contrast, had at that time 
2,144 freighters and seven passen 
ger ships either on order or under 
construction. Sweden, Norway, 
Japan, France and the other mari- 
time nations all have active ship- 
building programs .underway. 

Finally, many of the ships now 
flying our flag are obsolescent or 
approaching it, and should be re- 
placed.

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A New Weapon of War 

"Of course there Is an organized 
group of communists among the 
Korean war prisoners who have re- 
turned to this country. 1 ought to 
know — until a couple of months ago 
I was one of them." Thus "William 
A. Ulman, writing In the Saturday 
Evening Post, quotes a returned 
American sergeant. 

Mr. Ulman's article carries the 
descriptive title "The GVs Who Fell 
for the Beds," and is based primar- 
ily on interviews with over sixty 
former POW's. To get these inter- 
views he traveled more than 0,000 
miles by car, and ranged from New 
York City to tiny fastnesses in the 
Kentucky hills. As he points out, 
there Is no simple answer "to why 
an American POW becomes & non- 
lepatriate or — just as bad — a com- 
munist sympathizer when he returns 
to his home." But from his talks 
with the returnees — some of whom 
have been at least temporarily con- 
verted to Red views and some who 
hadn't — he came to four definite 
and Important conclusions. 

First, none of those who swal- 
lowed Red propaganda knew what 
they were fighting for — "they had 
no satisfactory definition of what 
communism was in theory or, more 
important, in practice." 

Second, every man questioned, 



save for a handful of World War II 
veterans, felt that he had been In- 
adequately trained for , combat — 
"All; regardless of previous service, 
were bitter over the lack or inade- 
quacy of antf communist political In- 
doctrination, which these veteran 
soldiers now consider as important 
as grenade practice." (Early In the 
article, Mr. Ulman says he visited 
the Pentagon and was "tartly told" 
that each soldier Is given a consid- 
erable number of hours of such In- 
doctrination, However, going by 
hiB Interviews, "It was evidently 
not sufficient or was poorly carried 
out In practice.") 

Third, most of the soldiers he 
talked with felt that the demands 
made by wives and mothers for 
peace at any price and quick return 
of their men "were worth between 
two and four divisions to the com- 
munist armies." 

Fourth — "As to the question of 
what makes an American soldier 
turn communist In the first place, I 
was given a double-distilled answer: 
vanity and self-indulgence on one 
hand, fear and hunger on the other." 
In other words, the Reds followed 
the "conditioned reflex" theory of 
the famous scientist Pavlov, and 
mixed threats with promises of re- 
wards to those who would cooperate, 

Mr. Ulman deals in considerable 
detail with the backgrounds and 
records of POW's who were leaders

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING "AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 
CHARGES OR RATES FOR THE USE AND SERVICE OP THE COM- 
BINED WATERWORKS AND SEWERAGE SYSTEM OF THE VILLAGE 
OF ANTJOCH, LAKE COUNTY, ILLINOIS" 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF TRUS- 
TEES OF THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS: 

That An Ordinance Establishing Charges or Rates for the Use and 
Service of the Combined Waterworks and Sewerage System of the Village 
of Antioch, Lake County, Illinois, be and it is hereby amended to read as 
follows; 

SECTION 1. That Section 2 of the aforesaid Ordinance is hereby 
amended to read as follows: That there shall be and there is hereby 
established rates and charges for the use of and for the services supplied 
by the combined municipal waterworks and sewerage system of the Vil- 
lage of Antioch, Lake County, Illinois, based upon meter readings of the 
amount of water consumed as follows: 

I. WATER SERVICE 

First 6,000 gallons per quarter or less » $2.00 

Over 6,000 gallons but less than 25,000 gallons, per quarter 0.28 per 1000 
Over 25,000 gallons but less than 50,000 gallons per quarter 0.25 per 1000 
Over 50,000 gallons but less than 100,000 gallons per quarter, 0,20 per 1000 
Over 100,000 gallons, per quarter 0,20 per 1000 

II. SEWER SERVICE 

First 6,000 gallons per quarter or less $1.65 

Over 6.000 gallons but less than 15,000 gallons per quarter 0.22 per 1000 
Over 15,000 g- lions but less than 20,000 gallons per quarter 0,19 per 1000 
Over 20,000 gallons but less than 25,000 gallons per quarter, 0.16 per 1000 
Over 25,000 "allons but less than 100,000 gallons per quarter, 0.15 per 1000 
Over 100,000 gallons per quarter 0.10 per 1000 

III. VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH AND ALL PUBLIC BUILDINGS 

A. Fire Hydrant Rentals 

B. Public Buildings 

A penalty of Ten (10%) per cent will be charged if the bill Is not paid 
within twenty (20) days after billing. 

The last paragraph in Section 2 of the aforesaid Ordinance shall re- 
main the same. 

SECTION II: That Section 3 Df the aforesaid Ordinance is hereby 
amended by striking and deleting from said Section 3 the following: "If 
payment be made of the full amount of the bill within ten (10) days after 
the date of the original bill, then and only in such case a discount of ten 
per cent (10%) of the amount of the, bill shall be allowed to the consumer." 
In all other respects said Section 3 of the aforesaid Ordinance shall remain 
the same. 

SECTION III. All ordinances, resolutions or orders, or parts thereof, 
in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance arc, to the extent of such 
conflict, hereby repealed. 

SECTION IV.: This ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon 
its passage and publication as provided by law.
